were contemplating asking 
for an 


eight hour day at 
the same wage 


scale as has been paid for the nine 
hour day. 


Immediately after the carpenters 


had announced their 
intention 
to 


shorten the time, last week, the con-» 
tractors and builders got their heads 
together with the intention of check- 
ing the movement, if possible, and 
and passed a resolution denouncing 
the action of the carpenters. 
With, 


a very few exceptions all of the con-» 
tractors signed an agreement refus- 
ing to grant such a change; claiming 
'.hat the carpenters are really satis- 
fied with their wages, but when they, 
demand shorter time it is highly det- 
rimental to the contractors and will 
hinder much of the proposed building 
during the season. 


It is understood that those contrac* 


tors who did not sign this agreement 
failed to do so because of the fact 
that they .had already 
contracted 


work with a specified time limit," so 
that if the carpenters quit, forfeits 
would be demanded' or the contrac* 
tor would otherwise be_the loser, ae- 
cording to his agreement- with-^tSo 
property owner. It is possible that 
when the carpenters become aware 
of this fact they will join their asso- 
ciates and hold for the 
agreement 


with the entire union. 


For the reason that some of thai 


carpenters and a number of contrac- 
tors were working Monday and oth- 
ers were not, it is impossible to get 
very close to a good estimate of the 
amount of building "which

Sane by the Lunacy Commission and 
That the Trial Will Proceed—Ex- 
perts Subpoenaed to Appear Before 
the Commission. 


New York, April 1.—Clifford W. 


Ha-.tridge of the Thaw deleuse, bpem 
nearly an hour with Harry Thaw at 
the Tombs, and%e let it be inferred 
later that he was well satisfied with 
the showing made by his client before 
the lunacy commission, and that the 
resumption of the trial was practically 
certain.

first time since the tragedy last June 
to reporters.

EVENTFUL CAREER. "' 


Former Congressman Galusha Grow 


Dead at His Home. 


Blnghamton, N. Y., April 1.—Former 


Congressman Galusha A. Grow died at 
his home in Glenwood, Pa., as a result 
of a general breakdown, attributed to 
old age. Mr. Grow was elected to con- 
gress 
from 
the Wilmot district of 


Pennsylvania as the youngest mesJber 
of that body in 1851, aiid after retire- 
ment from public life for nearly 40 
years he re-entered the house of rep- 
resentatives as congressman-at-large 
from Pennsylvania 14 years ago. When 
he retired four years ago. his public 
service in the house extended over the 
longest period, although not continu- 
ous service, of any man who ever sat 
In that body. In ante-bellum days he 
was one of the best-known men in the 
United States, and in 1864 he came 
within one vote of being nominated for 
vice president in place of Andrew 
Johnson, who became president on the 
death of Abraham Lincoln. Mr. Grow 
was elected speaker of the house of 
representatives in 1861 and occupied 
that position during the first two years 
of the war, until his retirement from 
congress in 1863. Mr. Grow's greatest 
public service was as thfe "father of 
the homestead law."

Official* of Trainmen 
Said to 
Be 


Wilting to Concede Something From 
Their Original Demands —Railroad 
Managers to Grant Nothing More 
Than Offered. 


Chicago, April.. 1.—Chairman Knapp 


of thp Interstate commerce commis- 
sion and Commissioner of Labor Neill 
failed in three conferences to bring 
about a "single concession that would 
avert a strike of trainmen on western 
railroads. 


The discussions in the three confer- 


ences developed in j|3tail why ths 
railroads would refuse to make fur- 
ther concessions, and the employes 
outlined their position by telling why 
further concessions should be made. ! 


Employes, it was said, had in- 


timated to the commissioners that 
they were willing to concede some- 
thing from their original demands in 
the interest of peace, but what conces- 
sions they would make were not dis- 
closed. 


The railroad managers, on the other 


hand, are said to have declared that 
they would grant nothing more than 
they have already offered their em- 
ployes, and that the recent vote of 
the men in favor of a strike was not 
a fair criterion of the feelings enter- 
tained toward the proposition of the 
railroads. "They asserted that most of 
the passenger conductors were willing 
to accept the advance offered, and 
voted for a rejection of the terms 
Egainst their own better judgment.
